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Day camp offers smorgasbord of activities

Crowing up in Rutland some of 
die most wonderful summer days 
were spent ai the playground. 

Whether it was at Rotary Field, 
Meadow Street, White's 
Playground or (he old Mddon 
School, playing dodge ball or kick- 
ball, doing arts and crafts, dressr 
mg up or just Ealing around the 
swings and jungle-gym were cher¬ 
ished snapshots of those sum¬ 
mertimes past. 

Those days of the playground 
may he mete memories but these 
days kids from (his area can still 
enjoy a similar experience at the 
Rutland Recreation Day Camp. 

“This took the place of the old 
playgrounds," said director Steve 
Mario, who has been, running the 
day camp for almost 10 years, 
"The old playgrounds had their 
place, kids could alwaysjust show 
up and didn’t Jiave to worry about 
getting here at a certain time. But 
with the school buses we can pick 
them up and bring them home. 
What's good is that bussing is 
some ihing the kids are used to 
and enables us to get more kids 
here.' 1 

The day camp is actually two 
camps in otic; Camp Danamore 
for children grades 1-3, under 
the direction of Toni Caserino 
and Pine Hill Camp for children 
in grades 4-6, directed by Brett 
Myhrc Danamore campers meet 



at the Dana Recreation Center, 
while Pine Hill campers meet at 
Northwest School. Marro stresses 
that Northwest School is simply a 
meeting place, or someplace to go 
if the weather turns bad. Most of 
the acrid ties at Pine Hill are out¬ 
side in the area of Giorgctti Park. 

Camp typically runs from 9 a m. 
to 4 p.m., although arrangements 
can be made to bring children 
in at 8 a.m. and pick them up at 
& p.m. 

Marro explains each day at 
Dana more campers are divided 
into four equal groups for morn¬ 
ing activities. One group will go 
to the arts and crafts room, 
another lo the game room, 
another to the theater art and 
story room, with the final going 
to the gym. After 45 minutes, the 


groups switch venues, so that each 
child is able to partake in each 
activity. 

Mornings also include special 
guest like storytellers, musicians 
and magicians that spice the camp 
routine. 

At Pine Hill, the campers are 
also divided up into four groups 
but two groups go hiking, while 
two groups go to the Giorgetti 
Park area for field games and out¬ 
door activities. 

The Danamore campers break 
for lunch at 1145 and walk to 
While's Playground. After lunch 
some groups will go swimming at 
the White 1 * Pool, while others 
play games of kick hall, soccer 
and basketball. 

Pine Hili campers take outings 
to White Rocks and Deer's [cap. 


hike to Rocky Pond, while last 
session there was a campout and 
a caving expedition. 

Each Friday there is a trip to a 
lake, usually to a nearby a state 
park hut sometime* Crystal 

There are 17 staff members at 
Danamore, with a like number at 
Kne Hill. 

Each group las two head coun¬ 
selors, with a junior counselor 
plus at least one volunteer. 
Counselors are typically college 
students or graduated seniors, 
whikjunior counselors are high 
school students, 

“We must be doing something 
right,” said Mamx "We |iave many 
volunteers or counselors that were 
once campers." 

Camp is divided in to two-week 
sessions, although provisions can 
be made for a child to go for only 
a week. There is an additional 
rate for extended hours from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Perhaps the most attractive part 
of the day camp is its affordabil¬ 
ity. 

A two-week session Costs a city 
restdenl $70 and a non-resident 
$78. A week s fee is $55 for a res¬ 
ident and $63 fora non-resident 
Fee waivers arc available. 

The next two-week session 
begins July 16. 

“There 's a lot more things to do 
because we can gel a lot more 
kids into the program,* Marro 


said. "If a kid says there's nothing 
to do, they haven’t been looking 
wry hairi because well keep them 
busy. As far as parents go, I can’t 
think of any reason why they 
wouldn't want their kid to be 
here."

The projects would be paid for 
with $652,000 from the city’s cap¬ 


ital projects fund and $81,000

Skate within the lines

Police radios keep humming 
with complaints about skate¬ 
boarders and in-line skaters who 
are honing their skills in places 
where they're not welcome. 

For the past seven years. Zero 
Gravity Skate Park has offered 
kids an alternative to the side¬ 
walks. curbs and stairways of 
downtown Rutland. 

Zero Gravity, located in the 
CHorgetti Park pavilion, is an indc- 
pendendy owned business, run in 
cooperation with the Rutland 
Recreation and Parks 
Department. 

The operators have created for 
themselves — and for Rutland's 


skateboarders, in-line skaters and 
bikers, a skate park ranked 
among the best in New England. 

A success born out of street 
skating, which is largely discour¬ 
aged and in some places pro¬ 
hibited. the park has evolved into 
an alternative for socializing and 
skating. But not all skaters are 
sold on it. 

Chris Donahue, a street skater 
said, “It costs money and is geared 
too much toward lolierbiariers, 
also it isn't open every day of the 
week." 

Zero Gravity is open 
Wednesday through Saturday, 
from noon to 9 p.tn., and Sunday 
from noon to 6 p.tn. 

Zero Giavity and the 


Recreation Department have 
developed plans to make skating 
more affordable. Those plans 
include an introductory program 
for first-time skaters to skate all 
day for $2.

R. Clarke Smith 


R. Clarke Smith, who died this week, 
certainly could be considered die dean 
of the Rutland County law community, if 
not the state legal scene. 

He served in the Army in World War 
II, and always appreciated being called 
"Colonel." He did become a lieutenant 
colonel in the 206th Field Artillery 
Battalion and was headed for the beaches 
of Normandy on D-Day in June 1944. 
But the beaches were too crowded to 
accommodate the battalion’s six-inch 
howitzers, so the unit bobbed around in 
the English Channel until D-Day Plus 
Tw'o. Subsequently Smith witnessed the 
liberation of Paris. For years he could be 
seen walking down Merchants Row 
headed for City Hall dressed in impec¬ 
cable attorney attire but wearing the com¬ 
bat boots dial had become standard w r ear 
for those in Normandy and the Ardennes. 

As one of the founders of the law firm 
of Ryan, Smith 8c Carbine, Smith figured 
in many legal matters relating to the 
Rutland Herald, but one of his special- 
des was as a trustee of estates, some of 
considerable size. In the will of Frances 
E. W. White, whose mansion at 2 
Washington Street is now the Clifford 
Funeral Home, she specified that after 
her death her money was to go toward 
construction of a playground and swim¬ 
ming pool in Rudand City. If it were not 
possible to use those funds in that man¬ 
ner, her will specified, the money would 
go to the Christian Science Church. 

That was the start of what is now r 
White Playground, complete with swim¬ 
ming pool. But it was left to Smith to 
devise die actual terms of the trust. 


Shordy after the terms with the city 
were made final. Smith was at City Hall 
seeing diat the document was recorded 
at the city clerk’s office, and remarked 
with some sadsfaction to a reporter “If 
you want to see an agreement in which 
the trustee has the absolute final word in 
every detail, look at the wording in this 
one." 

At least once there was a disdnet effort 
to use some of the White funds for other 
purposes, but Smith disapproved, and 
blocked the move hv showing that he 
had the power to take the endre fund out 
of city hands and give it to the Christian 
Science Church. 

Another substantial estate in which 
Smith was aedve was that of William H. 
Valiquette, who among other business 
aedvides had ownership interests in the 
Berwick Hotel in Rutland and the Hotel 
Woodstock in New York City. (The Hotel 
Woodstock was where Clarke Smith was 
born). 

The Valiquettes were a prolific familv 
and many had remained in Quebec 
where the family had originated. Smith 
found what looked like dozens of sec¬ 
ond, third and fourth cousins, sometimes 
once or twice removed, and the probate 
acdon in the case went on for some years. 

Scores of Vermont lawyers received 
dieir certificates after undergoing scrudny 
from Smith on the board of examiners 
set up by die Vermont Bar Association. 
Genial and plain-spoken but with a very 
acute sense of legal propriety, R. Clarke 
Smith was a prominent fixture on the 
Rudand scene and a unique figure in 
Vermont affairs.

Memory lane 

History of Rutland seen in the corridors of City Hall

H istory tan he seen on the walls at 
City Hall in Rutland, 
the Rutland Historical Sod try 
on Tuesday began banging 4b prints of his¬ 
torical drawings, paintings and portraits 
that depict the city's progress from a fron¬ 
tier village to a rail huh and beyond. 

Jim Davidson, curator for the historical 
society, spent most of Tuesday afternoon 


lacking up the framed prints dial will hang 
in the first-floor hallways and in part of the 
upstairs hall. 

"We thought this was the perfect way to 
serve the community," he said, hanging a 
picture of two Merino sheep — a breed pop¬ 
ular in Rutland in die early 19th century. 

Davidson said his group began meeting 
with city officials shortly after renovation 


work began at City Hall more 
than a year ago. 

Officials said they were 
h-ippy to accept the historical 
deco and began meeting with 
Historical Society members to 
decide what would be hung. 

For the most part, the society 
made the choices For the picto¬ 
rial chronology. Bui city offi¬ 
cials reserved the right to 
choose four huger prints that 
will hang in the Aldermen's 
Chamber. 

The 46 smaller pictures 
break down Rutland's past into 
seven eras, each illustrated by 
as many as seven pictures. 

Rutland's story begins at the 
Strongs Avenue entrance to 
City Half with a portrait of 
Jo fin Murray of Rutland, Mass. 

Davidson said Murray is cred¬ 
ited with giving Rutland its 
name . Murray was also branded 
as a British sympathizer during 
the Revolutionary' War, 

The picture that hangs in 
City Hall shows one patriot's 
frustration with Murray's 
choice of loyalties. Unable to 
put his sword through Murray, 
ihe Colonial soldier ran his 
sword through his portrait

instead, leaving a hole that was 
never mended. 

Other frames depict she 
changing nature of Rutland, 
from a farming community io a 
marble boom town and rail- 
road hub. Photos from the last 
century recall the 1927 Hood, 
the Rocky Pond recreation area 
and the Rutland Royals — a mi¬ 
nor league professional baseball 
team in the Northern league. 

The old-time images were a 
popular attraction Tuesday tor 
visitors to Gtv Hall. 

Robert and Jean Hackettsaid 
they were delighted to find a 
drawing showing the place they 
live on Msuufield Place before

Esther Coleman is 67 and

*1 don't think I can, but I did¬ 
n't know what else I could do,” 
she said. 

Financial disasters cost Cole¬ 
man her life savings and her 
home in Pit is ford, “It was a hor¬ 
rible year,” she said Wednesday. 

“My son went bankrupt and we

Housing: Senior citizens face difficult obstacles

Ruins was invited to talk about 
housing issues during a meeting 
held by the Rutland Elders 
Advisory Board, a group assem¬ 
bled by Mayor John Cassarino to 
address senior issues. 

As far as affordable housing is 
concerned, there’s a need for more 
in Rutland County Kulas said- 

“Evcryonc knows housing is 
tight," she said. ’There's not 
much for sale, it sells fast and 
there’s not a lot of range in prices. 
Fur people who sell their homes, 
finding an affordable apartment 
can be tough. It's created quite 
a housing pinch.” 

Senior housing will likely feel 
even greater pains down the 
road. Kulas 'aid: Demand is 
expected to increase while avail¬ 
ability probably will nor, 

Kulas said senior housing 
demands are expected to rise as 
the tsitoy boomer generation con¬ 
tinues to age. 

Bur the I egislatunc, responding 
to the need fur affordable hous¬ 
ing statewide, has made family 
housing its first priority. 

Most of the 21 developments 
that offer subsidized senior hous¬ 
ing in Rutland County have long 
waiting lists for interested tenants. 

The federal government sub¬ 
sidizes apartments in places like 


Village Manor in Pittsford or the 
Bardwell House in Rutland, 
Tenants pay rent equal to 50 per¬ 
cent of their income. The rest is 
paid by the government. 

Kulas recommended that peo¬ 
ple who want to sell their homes 
and move into senior housing 
should take out applications well 
in advance. 

That advice applied to Kulas' 
own organization, which owns 
160 apartments and mobile homes 
in the county. 

The Land Trust rents at a min¬ 
imum rate because the cost of 


acquiring and renovating its units 
is paid through grants. 

Many seniors have had a hard 
time qualifying for affordable 
housing because they make too 
much money, Kulas said. 

Earnings of less $ 15,000 or less 
per year is the average requi cement 
for subsidized housing, she said- 


But that limitation leaves many 
seniors without help, she said, 
“There’s an income gap,’ Kulas 
told her audience,households 
that don’t qualify for subsidized 
housing hut canl afford higher 


While much of the news about 
senior housing was bad, some 
outlooks carried hope. 

Kulas said her group is inter¬ 
ested in renovating part of the 
Tuttle Building on Center Street 


in Rutland, providing 10 to 15 
apartment units. 

The plan hasn't been finalized, 
but she said interested sponsors 
have stepped forward and the 
state comd cooperate out of an 
interest irt developing Vermont 
downtowns. 

Another good sign has been 
the Vermont Housing Authority's 
growing interest in Rutland, 
while tint idea is in its initial 
stages, VHA officials have ex¬ 
pressed a desire to build afford¬ 
able housing units near down¬ 
town Rutland. 


Kulas’ presentation also offered 
hope to Coleman, who talked 
with the Land Trust director after 
the meeting, 

From that conversation, Cole¬ 
man learned that mobile homes 
in the Land Trust’s parks in 
Rutland and Fair Haven might be 
available soon¬ 
'll was the best. I knew coming 
to this meeting was meant to be," 
Coleman said after talking with 
Kulas. “T was looking for a last re¬ 
sort and here she was,"
